At ten o’clock Thursday morning 
there was a chalk talk by A. Mont 
gomery, the farm er-painter 
whose 
paintings of rural scenes and espec 
ially corn are greatly admired. 
Mr. Montgomery was introduced 
to the audience by Prof. Wetzell with 
fitting remarks. 
He read in con­ 
nection a poem suggested by one of 
Mr. Montgomery’s paintings. 
Mr. Montgomery is the original of 
"Jared " in Henry B. Fuller’s story 
"Dr. Gowdy and the Squash,” that 
appeared in H arper’s Monthly Maga 
zine for January, 1901. 
The power of simplicity was the 
basis of the address by the artist 
before using the chalk. 
He said a 
great number of good things.

defined genius as follow« : Genius is

Psychic Phenomena. 
The address by Dr. Eaton was en­ 
titled "Some Psychic Phenomena,’ 
his sub-topics being soul, memory 
force,

and

states. 
There is nothing supernat­ 
ural in psychic phenomena. All table 
tipping, planchette and so forth are 
either fraudulent or psychic; they are 
not supernatural. 
Conscious impressions 
are 
both 
objective and subjective and we are 
often unable to know which of the 
sources an impression should be as­ 
signed to. 
Usually objective 
im­ 
pressions. those received through the 
five senses, may be depended upon 
but not always. 
Dr 
Eaton explained clairvoyance, 
mind reading and telepathy, stating 
the conditions necessary for these 
manifestations. 
The first number on the program 
rendered yesterday afternoon 
was

A Zakopane house is a very carefully 
finished wooden structure,

PUT LOCOMOTIVE IN 
REAR OF TRAIN 


Novelty In Train Running Suggested 
By St. 
Paul 
Engineer— No 
Smoke Nuisance. 


An ambitious plan to revolution­ 
ize the running of trains has been 
devised by an engineer of St. Paul. 
He proposes an equipment the nov­ 
elty of which is that the locomotive 
be placed in the rear of the train in 
stead of in front and that the push 
principle is employed instead of the 
pull. 
It is contended that a car can 
be operated with less power when it 
is pushed. 
. The device consists of 
a combination observation car with 
a vestibule in the front end of the 
pi lot. This is equipped with signals 
connected with the engine crew so 
that the pilot or lookout man can 
instantly inform the.engineer of the 
danger. His sole business would be 
to watch the track and be on the 
alert for signals. 
The inventor is 
quoted as saying: 
“ In my devise the engine would be 
utilized in the rear of the train. One 
great feature of this method of train 
operating would be that the intense 
annoyance caused by the 
cinders, 
dust and so forth would be overcome 
While the engine is in the rear there 
would be little, if any, trouble from 
this course. Owing to the peculiar 
construction of the steel frame on 
which the car rests, mortality would 
be greatly deereased*in case of head- 
on collisions.

able to devote his whole time to the 
running of his engine.

Foundation In F or Big Building 28 8 
By 240 Feet Where Grinding 
Is To Be Done. 


Work at the Sandusky Portland 
Cement company, in course of con­ 
struction east of the city, is progres­ 
sing nicely despite the handicap im­ 
posed by the lack of wrorkmen and 
rial. Alwftd y Two of the build­ 
ings of the plant are rapidly nearing 
completion and one, the laboratory 
and main office building, it is hoped 
will be ready for occupancy by the 
middle or at the latest the latter part 
of September. The walls of the first 
building, which is to contain the of­ 
fices and laboratory, have been com­ 
pleted and workmen are now' engaged 
in putting on the cement block roof. 
This building is a two story one and 
is placed farthest to the wrest of the 
main buildings. 
The second building, placed just 
east of the office building, is to con­ 
tain the machine and 
blacksmith 
shops, the timekeeper’s office and the 
stockroom. 
The iron frame of the 
building is being put in shape and 
the girders have been strung. W ork­ 
men and masons are nowr engaged in 
putting in the cement blocks tha t 
form the walls of the building. 
The iron and metal work Is being 
done under contract by the Do no v a n 
Steel and W ire company o f To ledo , 
Ohio , 
The third building to be 
built a nd 
the largest of the three will be 
still 
farther east of the second 
building 
and will be 288 feet long and 24 0 
feet wide. 
This latter structure will 
be used strictly as a grinding pla nt 
and it is there that the greater part 
of the actual work will be done. The 
foundation for this building is 
no w 
being laid.. 
The spur track laid by the North­ 
western railroad company for 
the 
accommodation of the plant will be 
extended at some time in the near 
future to the quarries east of the 
company’s building and the exten­ 
sion will be used for hauling the raw 
material to the grinding plant. 
On tne whole the plant is daily 
showing its development aud indica­ 
tions are that the completion of the 
whole w'orks will be pushed rapidly. 
There is one 
drawback, 
however, 
which is serious, both in nature and 
extent, and that is the lack of help. 
At the present time it is impossible 
to secure tabor of any description, 
and although the company’s officers 
have been criticised 
for 
engaging 
foreign labor it has been absolutely 
impossible for them to do otherwise, 
and even now with one hundred and 
ten men employed, one hundred and 
fifty more could be added and find 
plenty to do. 
The men who are now' working 
there find conditions and circumstanc­ 
es pleasant and they seem to thor­ 
oughly enjoy the work. The besf of 
treatm ent is afforded the men and 
it is surprising that more have not 
accepted the 
opportunity 
to 
get 
wrork.
